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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's arguments filed 9/29/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See argument below. 

I. Rejection of claims 9,25 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Grier on 
record will be maintained in light of amendment filed 9/29/03 for reasons on record and 
reasons as follows. Applicant argues that Grier teaches that benzyl alcohol is being 
used as a solvent for the active compounds: nitroalkyl-piperazines, rather than as active 
ingredient. Examiner would like to point out that the instant method controls beetles and 
weevils by applying a composition to a locus where control is desired a composition 
comprising a carrier and an essential oil such as benzyl alcohol. Examiner argues that 
Grier's invention also claims a method for the control of beetles and weevils. Because 
the instant method's composition is open (comprises / comprising), it allows for the 
inclusion of other actives such as nitroalkyl-piperazines. Also, it is important to note that 
Grier teaches the inclusion of addition ingredients such as powder diluents which 
function as carriers. See column 1 1 lines 41-45. It can be deduced that Grier's method 
discloses a composition for the control of beetles and weevils comprising benzyl 
alcohol, nitroalkyl-piperazines, and powder diluents. Therefore, It can be further 
deduced that Grier's method reads on instant method.
